PRAISES CO-OPERATION 

“The men I have contacted on 
this trip have gone to great lengths 
to unfold for me in the greatest 
detail the work that is being done 
in Canada in connection with the na- 
tion's war effort.” he stated.

Eire Premier

Joe Goebbels 
Rants’ Against 
Canada, States 


LONDON, June 26.— (CP)— In 
his horror and hate campaign de- 
signed to stir German morale 
dented by heavy Allied aerial 
attacks, Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
Germany's propagande minister, 
lashed out today to call Britons, 
Canadians, Australians and Amer- 
icans cultural vandals and mili- 
tary barbarians. 

Speaking at Munich, at the open- 
ing of the seventh German art ex- 
hibit, he said Allied terror planes 
“were destroying in a short hour 
cultural possessions which the 
centuries have built.” 

His address was broadcast by the 
German radio and recorded by The 
Associated Press. 


“TERROR” FLIERS 


“Humanity should blush in 
shame,” the propaganda minister 
said, “that, say, a 20-year-old Cana- 
dian, Aus an or American terror 
flier can and is allowed to destroy 
a picture by Duerer or Titian.” 

Continuing to rant against 
Canada and the United States, 
he said, “Towns like Nuernberg 
and Munich or Florence and Ven- 
ice contain more ef the eternal 
expression of occidental culture 
than the whole of the North 

American continent. 

The German propaganda line 
consistently has been the assertion 
that cultural objects, hospitals and 
schools were bombed by the Allied 
fliers, without mention of the mili- 
tary targets wiped out by R,A.F.- 
R.C.A.F. saturation raids and 
smashed by the precision bombings 
of thé American air forces.

FDR's Veto 
Over-Ridden 
By Congress

WASHINGTON, June 26.—(CP) 
—President Roosevelt ran into a 
rebellious congress yesterday that 
swifty and decidedly overrode his 
veto of anti-strike legislation, 
Passing it into law against his 
wishes. 

In a series of fast developments, 
the president vetoed legislation 
outlawing strikes in government- 
controlled plants. Within five min- 
utes, the senate voted 56 to 25 to 
set aside the veto and, an hour 
later, the house of representatives 
followed, 244 to 108, automatically 
incorporating the bill in the statute 
books. It becomes effective imme- 
diately. 


FIRST MAJOR FAILURE 

Thus, for the first time since he 
became president, Mr. Roosevelt 
failed to carry congress with him on 
a major labor policy, an incident 
that clearly demonstrated the wid- 
ening breach between the adminis- 
trative and legislative branches of 
government on domestic issues. 

The bill, a legislative child of 
the coal strike, would provide 
fines and imprisonment for any 
person aiding or instigating a 
strike in a government-operated 
war factory and would regulate 
walkouts in privately operated 
plants. 

In his veto message, the president 
said the bill would “stimulate labor 
unrest” and, for that reason, vetoed 
it. 


RESULT OF STRIKES 

The bill was passed by congress 
after months of wartime work stop- 
pages, climaxed by the third coal 
strike since the United States en- 
tered the war had aroused public 
opinion. 

It was designed to clip the wings 
of organized labor in war time and 
received most of its support from 
southern congressmen long brand- 
ed as anti-labor.

The back-to-work movement 
among the United States’ strik- 
| ing coal miners gained mo- 
mentum today after several days 
of revolt and indications that 
operations in bituminous and 
anthracite mines would be almost 
| back to normal by Monday. 

Although there still were more 
than 200,000 men on strike, addi- 
tional workers began returning to 
their jobs after Congress overrode 
President Roosevelt's veto and 
enacted into law an anti-strike bill 
providing fines and imprisonment 
for strike instigators , 

The back-to-work trend particu 
larly was noticeable in central 
Pennsylvania, focal point of a re- 
bellion by nearly 85,000 of the 
state’s 125,000 soft coal miners 
against the United Mine Workers 
directive to end the strike. While 
only 871 of the 45,000 miners in that 
section worked yesterday, a total 
of 4,200 from 16 locals either re- 
turned to work last night or voted 
to go back Mohday. 

CRITICAL OF BILL 

Union officials, while critical of 
the anti-strike law, predicted that 
the congressional action would not 
hinder the return-to-work move- 
ment and they expected most of 
the remaining strikers to be back 
on their jobs by next week. 

Mass meetings were scheduled 
for today and tomorrow in many of 
the sectors where the miners still 
were out, in an effort to get them 
to return.

Edmonton has always received incon- 
siderate and shabby treatment from the 
Bond Dealers’ Association. The absurd 
talk, now current, about maintaining credit 
at all costs is little else but propaganda 
aimed at protecting the interests of those 
whose money is invested in municipal 
bonds and who have for years been draw- 
ing exorbitant wages for that money, — 

Edmonton has never defaulted on in- 
terest or principal, and yet the little town 
of Brandon, Manitoba, sold a bond issue at 
4% interest. American cities of the size 
of Edmonton pay less than half the rates 
of interest charged this city. 

The Dominion Government is guilty of 
the. gravest negligence in permitting this 
intolerable and unjustifiable charge on the 
taxpayers of Edmonton to continue. Ot- 
tawa is culpable in permitting a small 
group of greedy men in Toronto to levy 
tribute on Edmonton citizens, by fixing the 
rates of interest on private and public bor- 
rowings. 

The tragic absurdity of the situation is 
obvious when one reflects that over a 
period of 30 years, Edmonton has paid in 
interest charges 150% of the sums borrow- 
ed. If this is not usury, what is? 

A demand in no uncertain terms should 
be made for a refunding of the net debt of 
$20,000,000 at 3 or 314%. If such an ar- 
rangement is not possible, there should be 
a prompt and firm showdown with the min- 
ister of finance. 

Edmonton is paying each year 
$500,000 in excess interest charges. 

The rising tide of public opinion across 
Canada shows very clearly that the people 
are in no mood to endure much longer 
the impositions and levies of an unjust debt 
structure. 

Canada is battling tyranny in world af- 
fairs and her finest manhood and woman- 
hood are offering theit lives for it. It is 
unthinkable that we should permit the 
present financial tyranny to continue on 
the home front. : 


On the Home Front 


The period during which the Dominion 
“subsidy of one dollar per cord is to be paid 

on fuelwood has been extended from June 
80th to Dec. 31st. Boys and men from 16 
years to 65 can be drafted for wood-cut- 
ting, under new selective service regula- 
tions. Coal dealers in Winnipeg have 
appealed to Ottawa to draft men to shovel 
coal, and thus enable them to make de- 
liveries and avert a “famine” next winter. 
Manitoba’s minister of resources says 
2,750 men will be needed if standing dry 
wood in that province is to be cut and sent 
to market. 

All this points the reality that Canada 
is facing a serious shortage of fuel for next 
winter because there is a shortage of labor. 

The fuel industry is by no means pecu- 
liar in that respect. Labor is scarce also 
in practically every line of occupation in 
every part of Canada. The lately unbe- 
lievable condition of “full employment”’ is 
here. Of course there are difficulties— 
and dangers—in this situation. But the 
compensating fact is that every person 
who is able and willing to work can now 
get work, and at better than ordinary 
wages. 

The Minister of Labor stated in parlia- 
ment the other day that of 8,720,000 per- 
sons in Canada over the age of 14 years, 
5,100,000 are in the armed forces and at 
work. The remaining 3,620,000 include the 
aged, cripples, sick, and women whose 
household duties do not permit them to 
take outside employment. 

What would be the situation now if in- 
@tead of adopting a balanced war effort, 
Canada had misconstrued the needs of this 
war to be the same as the needs of the 
last war, and had gone all-out in raising a 
huge army for service overseas at the ex- 
pense of neglecting to push production all 
along the line from munitions to food? 

The answer seems rather obvious, that 
on the home front we should now be fac- 
ing shortages not only in the matter of 
fuel but in a dozen other directions, while 
our huge oversea forces would be an add- 
ed burden on the productive resources of 
our over-strained Allies.

If their farms are interspersed or ad- 
Join, there is nothing remarkable in the 
desire of the white farmers in the Okan- 
agan valley to have the male Japanese 
moved out of that district.

The Japan- 
ese who are in Canada, native-born or im- 

N\migrants, are here and must remain here 
until the end of the war. They must be 
allowed to earn a living or be supported at 
the public expense. Granted that nobody 
wants to live next door to one of them, 
neither does anyone want to pay taxes to 
support them in idleness, Since they must 
live somewhere and somehow, nothing is 
gained by shifting them from one place to 
another, and from useful production to the 
status of non-working wards of the nation. 

Perhaps a little more police supervision 
would calm the apprehensions of the Ok- 
anagan whites, and make it possible to 
keep from adding to the already heavy 
burdens of the war the cost of supporting 
the Jap farmers in idle ease. 

Prince Rupert and San Francisco had 
air raid alarms. The raids did not mat- 
erialize, but the alarms show that the 
watchers along the Pacific are on the alert 
and quite aware that enemy attack is far 
from impossible. It is better that the peo- 
ple in the coastal communities should be 
warned but not raided than raided with- 
out warning.

As successor to the late J. Pierrepont 
Moffat, Washington is sending as United 
States Minister to Canada one of the first- 
rank figures in the diplomatic service. Mr. 
Atherton, the new appointee, has been a 
member of the diplomatic corps since 1917. 
He has held posts in Japan, China and the 
Phillipines, and is a former Minister to 
Denmark and to Bulgaria. His experience 
in those countries will be particularly use- 
ful in matters touching the relations of 
Canada and the United States in the pro- 
secution of the war in both theatres. 

Mr. Graydon, Conservative House 
leader, says the local branches of the Selec- 
tive Service system are filled with “ama- 
teurs’. Of course they are. How else could 
they be filled? Canada went into the war 
without the very doubtful advantage of 
having an army of professional regiment- 
ers schooled in the business of bossing civ- 
ilians around. When some bossing became 
necessary, inexperienced men had to be 
put on the job. And judged by any stan- 
dard less arbitrary than that of Germany, 
Russia or Italy, they are doing as well as 
reasonable people expected they would.

Citronella oil, which can be bought 
almost everywhere, keeps most of 
the mosquitoes away. When sitting 
out of doors during the summer 
evenings, joss sticks which burn 
with pungent fumes discourage the 
pests, and you will see many people 
sitting on the porches of their 
houses facing a smudge composed 
of damp straw which smolders 
with a heavy smoke.”

Hitler was delighted to 
instigate a quarrel between Poland 
and the Soviet Union, over the 
question of the future border line 
and the treatment of Polish of- 
ficers in Russia.

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| Hitler Hoped to Win the War by Diplomatic Moves 


Now, he hopes to make another 
dispute, over the question of Ru- 
mania. If the western powers should 
accept any Rumanian offers with- 
out having previously reached an 
absolute agreement with Russia 
there again would be a rift. 

And, if we begin to negotiate 
with Fascist and collaborationist 
governments, we soften up the reso- 
lution not to negotiate with Hitler 
himself or some representative of 
Hitler, 

We can count on being in, for 
months, for this kind of political 
warfare, There are questions that 
must always be asked when peace 
feelers are put out. Do they eman- 
j ate from really independent govern- 
ments? 

And—is there absolute agreement 
between ourselves and Russia? 

Let us be cautious lest we be se- 
duced by what i:, apparently, a dip- 
‘lomatic success for ourselves. Hit- 
ler's peace offers, direct or indirect, 
have always been full of booby 
traps.

We have no information on the 
sinking of American cargo ships 
in all parts of the world. How- 
ever, even if these sinkings re- 
main below the expected figure, 
the maximum risks must be con- 
sidered and we must be ready to 


produce a multiple of ali the 
foodstuffs, guns, tanks, fighter 
planes, ammunition, and other 


supplies needed by the Allied 
overseas armies, Only in this way 
can we provide for the maximum 
of sinkings and get the required 
minimum of supplies across the 
seas. This naturally draws heav- 
ily on all economic resources; 
raw materials, plants, production 
equipment, and man power tied 
up in production. Our main ef- 
fort in overcoming transport dif- 
ficulties has been to give increas- 
ed protection to merchant ships 
through the use of escort vessels 
and escort planes and by speed- 
ing up the production of new 
bottoms. 

The search for new means of} 
transportation, in particular the| 
creation and development of large- 
scale air transport, deserves the 
greatest attention. Unfortunately 
the Allied effort in this respect 
started rather late. 


Submarine transportation must 
also be studied, since the Germans 
are supposed to have used this 
method of transport at least across 
the short distances of the Mediter- 
ranean. The goal would be the 
construction of large, simplified 
submarines that can be buiJjt quick- 
ly my mass production and that do 
not need the complicated and cost- 
ly equipment necessary for combat 


submarines which are built for 
speed, fighting qualities, and long 
cruising. 


CONTINUOUS RELAY 

The transport of light weapons 
and equipment, medical supplies, 
and food could be greatly facili- 
fated by a continuous relay of 
transport planes and transport sub- 
marines, so that the available es- 
cort vessels could be released for 
concentrated use with convoys 
carrying heavy equipment and 
troops 

Resides tliese genera! transporta- 
tion means, large-scale invasions 
require at least two types of special 
transport vessels: one for troops 
and their mevhanized weapons, and 
one for continuous maintenance of 
supplies from Allied bases tq the 
targets of the invasion troops. Both 
types of vessels must be fast and 
small,, Up to now, so far as we 
know, flat-bottomed barges have 
been used for those purposes, but 
these might not he sufficient once 
the decisive attacks over a wide- 
spread front have started. These 
shallow boats have been used for 
relatively short distances, such as 
across the Channel, and also have 
been launched from troop trans- 
ports, mostly in favorable weather 
on a calm sea.

To transport only fifty thousand 
men with tanks, guns, necessary 
ammunition, and supplies would 
require roughly from one thou- 
sand to fifteen hundred small 
vessels. It requires an effort to 
build these vessels, but it is even 
more difficult to assemble them 
at a seaport wizhout arousing the 
attention of the enemy's air re- 
connaissance, his spies, and his 
agents. It is equally necessary 
to organize the continuous re- 
placements of losses, once initial 
bridgeheads have been gained, 

by a sort of shuttle service main- 
tained for reinforcements and 
supplies, 

Once initial bases have been es-| 
tablished on the Continent, suffi- 
ciently deep in spots to be out of 
reach of the enemy’s field artillery, 
transport planes and_ especially 
hydroplanes will gain great import- 
ance in supplying the Allied front 
lines.

The adjustment of the school 
term, which was effected at the 
last session of the provincial 
legislature. will have a two-fold 
benefit, says Mr. Longman 
In the flist place, there has been 
an increasing demand that the 
schools be closed, or students re- 


| leased, during the harvest season, 


and the present arrangement pro- 
vides for a continuous operation of 
the schools, with a minimum dis- 


|ruption from these causes. 


25,000 MADE AVAILABLE 

Besides elimination of disruption 
in schools Mr. Longman points out 
that the 25,000 persons affected by 
the change in the holiday term, will 
affect the labor market, at a time 
when demands are at their highest 
point. 

“A very substantial proportion of 
the students in towns, villages, and 
rural districts will be engaged in 
farm work, and the release of town, 
village, and country students amply 
justifies the adjustment of the 
school term,” the deputy minister 
states. 

At the same time, it is noted 
that city high school students may 
not accept or obtain employment 
on the farms during the harvest 
season, but nevertheless, they will 
assist in relieving the’ general 
labor situation. 

There are some 100,000 farmers in 
Alberta, and in the opinion of the 
department of agriculture, there 
should be numbers of farmers who 
are prepared to accept and train 
boys from towns and cities who de- 
sire work on the farms for the sum- 
mer and harvest season. 
OPERATIONS DELAYED 

“It is fully appreciated that 
seasonal conditions have delayed 
farming operations, and have pos- 
sibly contributed to the lack of de- 
mand for student help on the 
farms,” Mr. .ongman said. 

“However, the labor situation is 
such that there is little doubt but 
that this labor will be required 
during the harvest season.” 

City boys have not been trained 
in schools for farm work, it is 
stated, mainly because of the un- 
certainty of the farmer demand 
and also for the uncertainty as 
to the effectiveness of this train- 
ing. It is felt by the department 
that the interested farmer can 
more cheaply and effectively 
train the student than can an 
institution. 

It is again pointed out that if the 
farmers in the province do not 
utilize student labor, National 


Selective Service officers will see 
to it that the students are placed in 
other useful and appropriate occu- 
pations.

Visitor Fined 
$3,000 Under 
Customs Laws 


Louis Davidson, charged with 
breaches of the Customs anu Ex- 
cise Acts, was found guilty by 
A. |. Millar, K.C., in police court 
Friday, and was fined $2,000 or 12 
months in jail on the first count, 
and $1,000 or 12 months on the 
second, sentences to run consecu- 
tively. Charges of conspiracy, il- 
legal possessoin of liquor and 
eight others of breach of the Ex- 
cise Act, were withdrawn. 

Sgt. S. G. Coggles, R.C.M.P., told 
the court that the accused, a busi- 
ness man in automobile equipment 
in New York City, came to Edmon- 
ton at the beginning of March. 
About that time a package arrived 
for him, going to the custom's of- 
fice, where it was opened but not 
turned over to the addressee, who 
was not permitted to pay the duty 
on it. 


RECEIVED LIQUOR 

Another package arrived in April, 
contents of which were brands of 
American liquors, and which the 
accused obtained. 

About the 18th of May, three 
trunks, addressed to three United 
States army officers, arrived and 
were taken to the customs office. 
There it was found the trunks had 
been consigned in New York by the 
same names as those to whom they 
had been addressed. 


These were obtained by the ac- 
cused, it was stated, but not by 
the persons to whom addressed. 
An American army captain, to 
whom one of the trunks had been 
addressed, was reported to have 
said he had nothing te do with 
the trunk, nor had he received it. 
In June, continued the witness, 

three more trunks arrived address- 


A watch was kept of the customs, 
he said, and when one of the trunks 
was seen being picked up, it was 
followed. The trunk was taken to 
an army camp, where it was seized 
The two others were retained at 
customs, 


DETAINED AT PLANE | 


Enquiries were made about the 
accused, said the witness, and it 
was found he had registered at a 
downtown hotel. It was learned, 
then, that he had checked out from 
there and shortly before 6 pm 
June 17, prepared to go south by | 
Trans-Canada Airways plane. He 


was detained as he boarded the 
plane, | 
Personal belongings, said Sgt. | 


Coggles, were not subjected to ex- 
amination* by customs authorities, 
and the accused was thus enabled | 
to send the trunks, contents of 
which were shown to be persona! 
property. He stated that the ac- 
cused had told customs officials he 
had authority to pick up the trunks, 
and then had not taken them. 

Of six trunks sent, three had 
been recovered with their con- 
tents; three others were recov- 
erd without their contents, the 
court was told. 

Neil D. Maclean, K.C., defence 
counsel, stated there was nothing | 
to show that the liquor was being | 
used for resaie, J. Boyd McBride, |

And Mine

Children love to run away from 
us. It is one of the first games a 
baby learns. When a mother runs 
haltingly, so as not to catch him, 
and then gives him a good hug 
when she ends the chase, he thinks 
it's fine sport. 

Sometimes, when the mother 
wants to dress him, this chasing 
business—all over the room—gets 
to be considerably less than joyous, 
as it does, also, when she wants 
him to come in the house and he 
runs like a rabbit in the opposite 
direction. 

Telling the child to, “Come here!” 
even with iron in the mother's tone. 
sends him running the harder, 
wanting to be chased and caught. 
He loves it. Mother doesn't. 

When the child must be 
dressed, pick him up bodily and 
lift him to some high place (the 
top of the toilet stool is a con- 
venient one) and he'll stay put 
until he is dressed, It's easier to 
get socks and shoes on if he is 
placed in his toidy chair and this 
is the natural place for him when 
he wakes up or after his nap. 

Then he can't wriggle all over

be to build up and fill out the 
breast which is too small, or the 
main problem may concern itself 


with firming and toning the breast | 


which appears to droop or sag. 
Undoubtedly, at the present time, 
there is a widespread desire among 
women to possess the bust which 
has a natural, well-rounded appear- 
ance, Probably the principal rea- 
son why such a development is of 
interest is because present day 
fashions place so much emphasis 
on the normal figure, or the figure 
possessing normal curves. Dresses 


are styled to suit this type of tig- | 


ure, and in order to appear well in 
them, it is necessary that every wo- 
man have a good bustline. The 
modern trend toward more gener- 
ous curves is markedly different 
from the style of severa) years ago, 
when the flat-chested, extremely 
slender figure was in vogue. 

In attempting to develop the bust 
which is too small, and likewise, 
in attempting to give a firmer tone 
to the sagging breast, the best re- 
sults will be obtained by special 
exercises. Those exercises which 
do the most good are those which 


strengthen the muscles over the| 


chest, which muscles are the foun- 
dation upon which the breasts lie. 
In bringing about a better bust 


development, most of your exercis-| 


ing will be directed to moving the 
pectoral muscle, which is the mus- 
cle which travels from the breast- 
bone to the shoulder. If you will 
raise your arm, and then lower it 
downward, you will readily feel 
movement in the muscle to which 
I am referring. The pectoral mus- 
cle may be caused to have a firmer 
tone by persistent exercise and by 
causing this muscle to become firm- 
er and stronger, the appearance of 
the breast will be improved. 

Most of the exercises taken for 
the purpose desired will consist of 
arm and shoulder movements. The 
amount of improvement secured is 
often surprising to the patient who 
finds that developing the pectoral 
muscle through exercise makes the 
breast more shapely and at the 
same time gives it a firmer outline. 
It is not advisable to change the 
glandular tissue as the mammary 
glands may be injured thereby, but 
it is entirely safe to rely upon exer- 
cise to tone up flabby breasts. You 
will find that results will come pro- 
vided you exercise persistently. 
Not only will the breasts appear 
better developed as soon as their 
muscular support is strengthened, 
but also the outline will be changed 
as they become raised. 

In addition to using the special 
exercises, it is a good plan to try 
to bring about a betterechest devel- 
opment through deep breathing. 
Breathing exercises will expand the 
chest and will help to cover a flat- 
chested appearance. It is also ad- 
visable to watch your posture and 
to form the habit of keeping the 
chest to the front, which in tarn 
assists the bust in assuming the 
norma! position. If you wish to im- 
prove your appearance, remember 
to keep your chest to the front. 

The combination of special exer- 
cises, deep breathing and correct 
posture will do a great deal in mak- 
ing the bustline appear more 
natural.

White, yellow or green summer 
| squashes bring joy and vitamins 


A and B to the diet. Use them 


| often. 

The most important of the white 
| group is the Cymling or Patty-Pan 
—the small flat squash, with deep 
scallops around the edge. It has 
a soft, smooth rind and may be 
used raw as a salad material or 
stuffed and baked. 

The yellow variety, known as 
the Crook-neck, is perhaps the 
most popular. The small bumps 
and crooked neck which were so 
|pronounced in this variety years 
ago are only faintly noticed today, 
Plant scientists have been breed. 
ing to straighten out the neck so 
that the squash will pack better in 
the crates for shipping. 

The green variety is known as 
Zucchini or Italian squash, It is 
long, slender and cylindrical in 
|shape and its dark green rind is 
striped with white. Zucchini makes 
a very tempting dish either boiled, 
|sauteed or simmered in tomato 
| sauce, 

No matter which variety you se- 
lect, be sure the squash is fresh, 
{free from blemishes, fairly heavy 
for its size, with a skin that is 
easily punctured. There is no need 
to peel the skin of such a tender 
squash, nor to remove the small 
miniature seeds. Wash the squash, 
cut it into small pieces and drop 
into boiling water for a few min- 
utes, then serve plain with butter. 
| Don’t add a large amount of water 
to summer squashes when you boil 
|them, as the vegetable itself con- 
tains quite a bit of water. So add 
just enough water to keep it from 
scorching. 

Here's a sturdy sandwich spread, 
using onion, celery and watercress 
as well as nutritionally important 
chicken livers. 

Chicken Liver Salad Spread 

1% cups spread) 

One-half pound chicken liver, 
cut thin, 1 small onion, peeled, 3 
tablespoons chopped celery, % cup 
mayonnaise, salt and pepper, 2 
slices enriched white bread, finely 
cubed, 2 tablespoons bacon fat. 

Cover livers with hot water and 
simmer gently until done (2 to 3 
minutes is sufficient when cut thin; 
overcooked liver is apt to be 
tough). Put liver and onion through 
food chopper; combine with celery, 
mayonnaise and salt and pepper to 
taste. Brown tiny cubes of enriched 
white bread in bacon fat until gold- 
en and crisp. Fold into liver mix- 
ture. Store in tightly covered jar 
in refrigerator. .

North Picture 


New eastern capital has entered 
the Athabaska Oil sand develop- 


ment picture, it was learned in 
Edmonton Saturday. L. R. Cham- 
pion, financier of Montreal, an- 
nounced that he and associates 
in the east had acquired the hold- 
ings and patents of the Interna- 
tional Bitumen Company Limited 
and have formed a new company 
called Oil Sands Limited, in co- 
operation with R. C. Fitzsimmons, 
who discovered the first success- 
ful process for extracting the oil 
from the sands on a commercial 
basis. 


Operations to separate the oil 
from the sands and place the nat- 
ural bitumen products on the mar- 
ket are to be started at once. Mach- 
inery and equipment have already 
been received, Mr. Champion said, 
and the plant at Bitumount will be 
renovated and put on production as 
soon as the equipment can be 
shipped to the site. 


These holdings comprise 3,800 
acres adjacent to the Athabaska 
river. Engineer's reports show that 
the devonian limestones are expos- 
ed on the surface below the river 
level in a synclinal trough. It is 
believed that this structure is res- 
ponsible for a thickening of the 
overlying oil sands and their en- 
richment as the drilling has indi- 
cated. 

A wide range of test holes put 
down over this acreage shows that 
the rich oil sand goes to a depth of 
as much as 250 feet. These devon- 
iar limestones in the Turner Valley 
field are found at a depth of from 
five to six thousand feet, so that 
centuries ago glaciers have taken 
off the overburden from this leav- 
ing the oil lying in the sand on the 
surface.

DISCUSS RESOLUTIONS 


Following the showing of two 
short films, “Paratroopers” and 
“Canada Carries © On,” by H 


Brown of the extension department 
of the University of Alberta through 
the National Film Board at Ottawa, 
members of the convention dis- 
cussed and passed several resolu- 
tions 

The convention went 
as favoring a scheme of 
security and approved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to explore the 
possibilities of setting up some 
scheme of social security to become 
effective at the end of the present 
war, and other reconstruction pro- 
grams generally. The committee 1s 
to have full authority to join with 
other committecs, particularly 
those set up by the Dominion and 
provincial governments appointed 
for a like purpose The committee 
is to be appointed by the executive | 
committee and is to be permanent 
until the end of the war. 

Several other resolutions were 
passed. The convention strongly 

urged the provincial government 
to control and assist financially 
and otherwise the administration 
of established health resorts 'f 
the province, not only as a public 
health and safety measure but as 
a reconstruction project. 

It was agreed that the legislative 
committee of the union ask the pro- 
vincial government to revise the 
whole tax recovery act by having 
the procedure simplified and thus 
avoid delays, extra costs and in- 
conveniences and prevent also con- 
fusion in transfers under the 1919 
1922 and 1933 tax recovery acts. 
AUTHORIZE COMMITTEE 

The convention authorized the | 
appointment of a committee by the 
president to co-operate with the de- 
partment of municipal affairs with 
respect to matters connected with 
the new municipal accounting SY5- 
tem with the idea of the imple- 
mentation of the proposed uniform 
system by December 31, 1943. 

The minister of municipal af- 
fairs to be petitioned to have such 
changes made in the assessment 
act necessary to assure that all 
property and business within the 

bounds of any school district shall 
for the purpose of the school dis- 
trict be assessed at a fair rela- 
tive value consistent throughout 
the whole school district. 

The minister of labor will be re- | 
quested to amend the selective ser- 
vice regulations to allow cities and 
towns to include in their adver- 
tisements the name of the city or 
town, the type of plant which re- 
quires men, 

ASK MAINTENANCE 

The convention went on record as 
requesting the province of Alberta 
to accept full maintenance of any 
person that is certified “unemploy- 
ed”; and that the province relieve 
the municipalities of all costs of un- 
employment relief and assume the 
cost of indigent relief, or failing this 
to eliminate the social service tax 
en municipalities. 

In vacating the position of 
president R .S. Gillespie stated 
that he was impressed with the 
diversity and the amount of dis- 
cussion on the various resolu- 
tions. He introduced Mr. Freeze, 
the new president who moved 
votes of thanks to Mr. Gillespie, 
and the City of Edmonton. 

The annual convention of 
union will be held in June, 1944, in 
Calgary.
